On Monday 
jast the little canoe Deliverance, Capt. 
A. B. Jerome, with & crew of six men 
and a Tshympsian Indian pilot, arriv- 
ed at this port. Capt. J. left Rocher 
de Bouller on the 8d of September, 
and was consequently 28 days in mak- 
ing the journey of 720 miles down the 
coast and river, in a. small open canoe. 
The party lett Quesnel on the 12th of 
last May, and encoyntered but little 
obstraction in their progression to- 
wards the head of Frazer Lake, at 
which point they ‘arrived June 28th. 
The line then runs direct to the Skeena 
River, through what may -be termed 
the fairer portion of British Columbia, 
and the party reached “Priest House” 
(half way) on the Ist of Aagust. The 
grass was most luXuriant, the country 


/ more open, and the configuration of 


the country most advantageous for 
telegraphic purposes. Every indica- 
tion of gold was seen, but little time 
was expended in prospecting. The 
Wostouquah, the) main tributary of 
the Skeena, revealed the most inter- 
esting prospect, nd experienced ‘men 
incline to the belief that pay gravel 
can be found in large quantities. This 
river is distant 27 miles from Rocher 
de Bouller, and consequently in direct 
water communication with this point. 
The climatic bafriers to the success 
of the enterprise are not as formidable 
as was at first stpposed, though we 
are informed that ice a quarter of an 
inch in thickness ‘formed in July. The 
line was im suecessful operation to 
within a short distanee of the forks of

THE  @ELEBRATION. 





Tho Indian celebration, postponed 
from the 241h ‘of May on account of 
the reported appearance of the small- 
pox, took plac¢ on Thursday. There 
were about 1900 Indians present. The 
number would doubtless have been 
very much larger were it not that His 
Excellency the Administrator of the 
Government met many of the inte- 
rior tribes during his recent tour, 
which obviated the necessity of their 
leaving the salmon fishing in order to 
be present at the celebration here. 
Time. arid space forbid anything like 
a detailed account of the celebration ; 
the following brief outline must there- 
fore suffice:—At 12 the Indians fell 
into ‘procession with their canoes, 
each having a flag flying trom its 
bow, and Sprocooded to the Camp, 
where they debarked and repaired to 
the cricket ground to partake of re- 
freshments, and receive presents. At 
half. past one- the three Volunteer 
-companies drew up in line to receive 
His Excellency the Administrator of 
the Govermment. Shortly before 2 
o'clock His :xcellency and Staff ar- 
rived upon the cricket eo when 
the Hyack, Band struck up the Na- 

nal Anthem, and the Volunteers, 
commanded‘ by Captain. Prichard, 
presented arms, a@ mancuvre which 
was exceediagly well executed. His 
Excellency took up his position, the 
companies forming three sides fa 
‘square, and’ addressed the chiefs of 
the various, tribes, the Rev. Father 
Fouquet rendering the address into 
Chinook, native interpreters in turn 
repeating it in the language of the 
various tribés. The address over, pres- 
ents were given to the Chiefs, oné re- 
ivi tiful plough, and others

the Acting Colonial Secretary :— | 

Douyias, September 22d, 1866, 

Sir,—l have the honor to report 
for the information of the Officer Ad- 
| ministering the Government, that.gold 
has been discovered on the opposite 
side of the Lillooet River, close to the 
| 24 mile post. 

At the request of several Indians, I 
| visited the place on the 16th instAnt, 
| and there witnessed an exciting scéne. 

Some twenty natives, men, women, 
and children, delving, rocking, wash- 
ing and taking out considerable qéan- 
tities of gold, which in several places 
was plainly visible to the unaided ¢ye. 
Sardine boxes, frying pans, oyster 
cans, in fact every conceivable imple- 
ment was in active operation. With- 
in three days the Indians realizdd 
from oné small spot between fifty and 
sixty dollars, and from their ¥ery 
rude coitaivances and unskilful:me- 
thed of working lost fully one-half of 
the gold.
